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REPORT. 




The committee appointed to examine into the state and 
management of the several Tontine Annuities, granted by 
Acts of the Parliament of Ireland^ in the year 1773, and 
subsequent thereto ; and to report the same, as it shall appear 
to them, to The House, together with their Observations there- 
upon ; — Have examined the Matters to them referred, and agreed 
to the following REPORT: 

Y our Committee, having inspected the various accounts, books and docu- 
ments, of the Tontine Office, and liaving examined into the mode in which 
the business is now conducted, have the satisfaction to report, That the several re- 
commendations detailed in the second Report of tlie last Session from the Committee 
on Irish Tontine Annuities, and in the Appendix to the said Report, have been fully 
carried into effect, by the orders of the Irish Government, and that the most beneficial 
results appear to have arisen therefrom. 

It appears to your Committee, that previous to this reformation of the Office, a 
want of method, laxity of regulation, and negligence, prevailed to a most culpable 
degree ; owing to which many payments were made, in cases where the Claim of the 
Proprietors had been long since forfeited. With a view to prevent such abuse, the 
attention of the Irish Government had been applied in forming and pi’escribing new 
Regulations for the future conduct of the Office. 

But it was found that the rule being made strict enough to extinguish abuse, 
pressed very heavily on many foreign Proprietors, who, either from misunderstanding 
the new forms of Cei-fificates, and not filling them up in a manner strictly conformable 
to the requisition, or from the impracticability, in some instances, of complying 
with the prescribed terms, or other causes of less importance, have not entitled 
themselves to their usual half-yearly payments. 

With a view to remedy these and similar liardships, and to the still faither im- 
provement in the government of the Office, your Committee, above all, recommend 
a strict adherence to the letter of the Acts ; for in no case, with the justice that is 
due to the other Proprietors, can any Claim be admitted, which, through negligence 
or any other cause whatever, has not been made during the period of the three 
preceding years. 

That where such Claim shall bona fide have been transmitted, no objection should 
be made to the payment of the Dividend, on account of any irregularities in the 
Certificates, that are not of material consequence, allowance being made for want of 
due attention to these points, which the former negligent pr-actice of this Office has 
permitted and countenanced ,• but that as soon as tlie new forms ot Certificates shall 
have acquired sufficient notoriety, such indulgence shall altogether cease. 

The number of Cases which the Treasury of Ireland will have to decide upon, 
under this view of the case, cannot, your Committee are persuaded, occasion much 
difficulty ; but if there be still persons not in the last described predicament, whose 
Shares have been declared to be forfeited, and who ■wish to make a further appeal
